Firstly Hit crime and penally is personal . it only incriminates the guilty 
person far from his family whatever his relationship was closer or farther from 
him . 

Secondly : Any person should not be tried w ithout being investigated and 
enguircd w ith the presence of a lawyer of him to be personally opted. 
Thirdly : period of detention and provisional detention arc personally limited . 
Fourthly investigation of case must be done by attorney general and must he 
sentenced by courts i,e, (criminal court, court of first instance . court of appeals 
and supreme court ).
